For some time seven of the party have been dead and the death of Mr. Suther­ 
land leaves only three remaining of the party, the survivors being \V. L. 
George, Charles Spencer and Ira Enos. Among the original eleven ^ero the 
following: Asa and Simeon Balenger, George Parmelee, Mitchell and .Io-'ei»h 
Matru. 


The party went to California by the Nicaraguan route and fortune favored 
them all in the way of health, so that the entire elevon returnetl after spending 
two or three years In the gold fields. Their e.xpeetations of gold were not real­ 
ized, however.

ture, 
"ihe am ount which can be suc- 
ce.s.sfnlly irrifrated b}’ present meth- 
otl.s, using the avuiiabie surface and ar­ 
tesian llowti, doe.s not exceed 3,UOO,(JOU 
acres. Tiie best results require rotation 
of crops, consequently only oue-hulf 
th a t amount, or 1,&0€,<JU0 acres, would 
be in rice at any lime. 


The remainder of the l€,0OO,OC)ij acres 
couhl also be brought into cultivation, 
were it nece.ssary, but the cost would 
perhaps be prohibitive. At an aver­ 
age yield'of ten barrels per acre 1,500,- 
UCU acres would prodiice nearly ¡¿,500,- 
UtKJ pounds of dealt rice, nearly six 
times the a m o u n t of the present con­ 
sumption. 


There is no satisfactory reason why 
the United States should'not grow all 
its own rice and become an exporter. 
The employment of machinery in the 
rice iieJdti of thu southwe«t similar to 
t h a t used in the wheut iinlds of Cal­ 
ifornia and the U akotas is revolution­ 
izing the methods of cultivation an 1 
greatly reducing the cost. Tlie Amer­ 
ican grower, employing higher priced 
labor th an any other rice grower in 
the world, ultimately w'ill be able to 
m ark e t hla crop a t the least cost and 
the greatest profit.
